Council Votes 
To Establish 
Dog Pound Here 


The first official step in the 
establishment of a dog pound for 
the city was taken last’ night 
as the Upland city council un- 
animously passed the first read. 
ing of an ordinance establishing 
such a pound. 

According to the provisions of 
the ordinance, the dog pound and 
all regulations relating to it 
| would become effective 30 days 
after the final passage of the 
ordinance. 

Reiterating some of the dog 
regulations already in effect, the 
new ordinance provides among 
other things a $2.00 fee for all 
dogs impounded, plus 50 cents a 
day for every day the dog is held 
at the pound. 

Under the new law if a dog 
attacks anyoné, and it can be 
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proven, the poundmaster or who- 
ever the counci} authorizes as the 
person in charge of the dog 
pound, can personally destroy the 
dog, The owner, however, has a 
right to make an appeal and the 
city council will be the final au-~ 
thority. in determining the out~ 
come, with their decision being 
final. 

The ordinance states, however, 
that: in-eases where a dog has to 
he disposed of, it must be done 
in a humane way, probably by 
the use of carbon monoxide. It | 
specifically bars shooting as a/| 
means of disposing of a dog. 

Anyone who violates any or 
all provisions of the. ordinance 
can be fined a maximum of $300 
or placed in the county jail for | 
a period not exceeding 90 days 
er both. 

Although the council took no 
official action on .the matter of 
a poundmaster, the hiring of one 
is not contemplated until there 
is a definite need. In the mean- 
time, a police officer may be 
designated as an acting pound- 
master.

A Welcomed Back to Cal-Aero—

I Establishment of Cal-Aero flight academy on South Euc- 
lid avenue, Ontario, several years ago was hailed as a major 
development in the Chaffey district. It was welcomed by all 
progressive-minded citizens as a great commercial asset. 
Later it proved to be a powerful factor in the nation’s victory. 


Now Major C. C. Moseley is ready and eager to return 

to his local war-time site and to give technical instruction 

{ and flight training to aviators of the future. In other words, 

‘ the head of the famous Wright Institute of Technology and 

{ president of the Grand Central Air Terminal, wants to follow 

his original plan in making Cal-Aero q part of his gigantic 
aeronautical educational organization. 


There is a conflict of views as to who has the peace-time 

: right to the 375-acre site—Mr. Moseley or Chaffey college. 

, Due to war regulations and the present use of Cal-Aero in 

storing surplus airplanes, a governmental agency is at pres- 

ent in control of the property. Gardiner W. Spring, president 

of Chaffey college, who has visions of developing a fine Chaf- 

fey aeronautical college, has obtained an opinion by a Re- 

construction Finance Corporation attorney that Mr. Moseley 

has lost his right to the property. Mr, Spring, therefore, is 
seeking to get Cal-Aero for use by Chaffey college. 


Legal counsel for the county supervisors, however, has 
ruled that Mr. Moseley’s original lease for Cal-Aero is in ef- 
fect and that he has the right to use the property just as soon 
as the wartime agency's functions are ended here. 


If the Chaffey request for use of the property were not on 
file, it is generally assumed Mr. Moseley could develop the 
property. Likewise, if Mr. Moseley did not want the prop- 
erty, Chatffey’s request might be fulfilled. 


All residents and property owners of the Chaffey district 
are affected by the answer to this question: 

“Who shall operate an aeronautics college at Cal-Aero 
-——-Mr. Moseley or Chaffey college?” 

Answer to the question must be given soon. 

As indicated by Arthur W. Walker, county industrial co- 
ordinator, and by the county supervisors, public opinion will 
be a factor in determining the county's policy. If “the peo- 
ple” want Chaffey to develop to its maximum the proposed 
public-supported aeronautical college, the county supervis- 
ors very likely will give every possible cooperation to that 
end and discourage Mr. Moseley. 

On the other hand, if it seems best to encourage Mr. 
Moseley—as he was encouraged in the pre-war period— 
Chatfey officials may be very willing to accept the situation. 

The issue is not one of building a big Chaffey college; 
rather it is one of building a better community. 

Which policy will be best for Mr. and Mrs, Taxpayer—a 
Moseley 
or one managed by Mr. Spring with the school district re- 
ceiving “average daily attendance” funds from the state to 


commercial aeronautics college managed by Mr.

Mr. Moseley has established himself as the head of an 
aeronautics institution. There is little doubt about his suc- 
cess if he is permitted to return to Cal-Aero. 
Chaffey has attained a high place scholastically, thanks 
and its governing board. The

We believe Chatfey’s role is to continue to serve local 
students as it has done so successfully. 

Mr. Moseley should be welcomed to return to Cal-Aero
